The  District  encircles  the  Mtmicipal  Borough  of  Chorley,  and  is  bounded 
on  the  North  by  Vi^alton-le-Dale  U^Do,  Leyland  UeDo,  and  Preston  RoD.,  on  the 
South  by  V.’igan  R.Do,  Standish  U^D,,  Adlington  UoD,,  and  Horwich  U.Do,  on  the 
V.'est  by  Vrest  Lancashire  R.Do,  and  on  the  East  by  Blackburn  R„Do,  Withnell  U.D., 
and  Turton  U .D . 

The  District  is  \^ried  in  character,  and  whilst  there  is  considerable 
industry,  most  parts  of  the  District  are  rural. 

Agriculture  nr edomi nates  in  the  area  which  has  its  share  of  rich  agricultural 
land.  In  addition  there  is  of  course  cotton  spinning  and  weaving,  mining,  the 
Royal  Ordnance  Factory  in  the  District  is  an  industry  on  its  own,  brickmaking  is 
carried  on  in  several  parishes,  and  the  old  craft  of  basket  making  is  still  carried 
on  in  liawdesley.  There  are  in  addition  vast  industries  in  some  of  the  adjoining 
areas  which  nroAdde  work  for  residents  of  the  District, 

There  are  35  schools  in  the  District.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  has  in  the  past  inspected  the  County  Districts, 
and  from  time  to  time  carries  out  a reinspection  of  each  District 0 A reinspection 
of  this  District  was  commenced  in  I96O  and  is  still  proceeding. 

The  previous  reinspection  was  carried  out  in  1959 » 

The  original  inspection  was  performed  in  1915 » 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  whole  of  the  water  supplied  by  the  Rural  District  Council  through  its 
mains  is  obtained  from  Manchester  Corporation,  the  aqueduct  from  Thirlmere  to 
Manchester  passes  through  the  District. 

This  water  is  supplied  to  nineteen  of  the  twenty  parishes  which  form  the 
Rural  District,  Rivington,  the  other  parish,  is  supplied  from  Liverpool  Corporation 
Catchment  Area  of  which  the  parish  forms  a large  part.

V'.-.rSR  SUPPLY  (Ccntini-ied ) . 

The  increased  number  of  samples  submitted  for  bacteriolog'ical  examination 
'.vas  due  to  some  ex'^ent  to  the  desire  for  information  following  pollution  of  the 
aqueduct  in  May  when  storm  water  gained  access  to  it  whilst  it  was  under  repair. 

A special  report  was  submitted  to  the  Council  in  April  I96I  on  the  water 
surrlv  in  Hiomngton,  the  only  parish  not  served  by  the  Councils'  mains.  As  a 
result  of  this  the  Local  Authority  instructed  their  Engineer  to  prepare  a 
scheme  t^  provide  mains  water  to  as  many  nroperties  as  possible  in  Rivington, 

Chlorination  of  the  whole  of  the  water  supplied  by  the  Council  continued 
throughout  the  year . 

SE^.-ERAGE  . 


For  many  years  I have  been  able  to  renort  activity  in  regard  to  provision 
of  sewers  in  the  Area ^ The  year  I96I  is  no  exception. 

'"ork  was  commenced  in  the  parishes  of  Copnull , Anderton  and  Heath  Charnock, 
on  the  scheme  of  extension  which  I have  referred  to  previously  as  a scheme  in 
prenaration , 

Two  schemes  for  the  parishes  of  Brindle  and  Hoghton  were  apnroved  during 
the  year , 


Sewerage  schemes  for  sewer  extensions  in  Mawdesley  and  for  a new  main 
drainage  system  in  Bretherton  were  in  course  of  preparation  during  I96I. 


SANITARY  ACCOMODATION. 


There  are  still  a large  niunber  of  sanitary  conveniences  other  than  water 
closets  in  the  District.  The  number  ms  again  reduced  during  the  year  as 
the  table  on  page  11  shows.  In  addition  to  closets  converted,  the  houses  which 
were  demolished,  closed,  a became  subject  to  undertakings,  all  had  pail  closets 
or  privies  and  the  number  was  reduced  by  a further  64  as  a result  of  action 
taken  under  the  Housing  Act. 

It  is  estimated  that  a further  25  pail  closets  have  been  converted  as  a 
result  of  improvement  grants  so  that  the  total  nimiber  of  pails  was  reduced  by 

49. 

Compulsory  conversion  of  nrivy  middens  was  resorted  to  in  I96I  in  order 
cc  --et  all  such  closets  on  the  line  of  sewers  converted,  in  all  35  closets 
wpr«»  dealt  with. 

The  work  was  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority  and  half  the  cost  recovered 
frcT.  the  owners.

The  District  is  scavenged  by  direct  labour. 

Pail  closets  are  collected  and  emptied  by  means  of  a cesspool  emptier 
vehicle  adapted  for  the  ccllection  of  night ~soil,  this  vehicle  is  well 
suited  for  the  work  ard  allows  safe  transport  of  collected  night-soil*  The 
use  of  this  special  vehicle  has  allowed  the  collection  of  night-soil  to  be 
separated  from  the  collecting  of  dr>''  refuse* 

There  are  five  Karri er  Bantams  and  an  S & D fore  and  aft  tinper  engaged 
on  this  work,  a sixth  Karrier  Bantam  is  used  as  a spare  vehicle.

Af^er  collection  pail  closet  contents  are  disposed  of  chiefly  by  tinping 
into  sewers,  lagooning  which  was  the  common  practice  once  upon  a time  has 
almost  been  renlaced  by  disposal  in  sewers.  Emptying  into  sewers  is  not, 
however,  wi-rhout  its  nroblems,  narticularly  during  the  siommer  when  there  is 
no  rain,  and  no  resultant  flushing,  for  long  periods.  Further,  manholes  well 
sited  for  disposal  are  more  a.nd  more  difficult  to  find. 

Privy  midden  contents  are  disposed  of  on  land. 

Dry  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping,  the  size  of  the  Area  makes 
centralised  tinping  impossible  and  control  of  the  tips  very  difficult.  Dioring 
the  year  we  again  used  only  three  main  tips. 

Tinping  on  a site  in  Coppull  will  ultimately  add  half  an  acre  of  ground 
to  the  fart  and  will  facilitate  the  working  on  land  around  it. 

The  submerged  clay  pit  at  Croston  was  not  offensive  during  the  year. 
Ir/act  the  area  holding  water  was  filled  to  a depth  of  ten  feet  with  refuse 
so  that  no  part  of  the  tip  was  under  water  during  the  year. 


SALVAGE . 


Again  a small  quantity  of  salvage  was  collected  and  disposed  of  during  the 
year,  primarily  to  keep  the  naper  off  the  tips. 


DUSTBINS  . 

There  is  no  municipal  bin  scheme  in  operation  in  the  District,  and  whilst 
owner  occupiers  provide  their  own  bins,  and  the  majority  of  tenants  and  owners 
prcvide  bins  by  arrangement,  it  is  still  necessary  to  use  Section  75  of  the 
Pu'lic  Health  Act  to  get  bins  provided  in  other  cases. 

During  the  year  5 Notices  under  Section  75  were  served.

BRUCELLOSIS . 

Samples  of  milk  which  are  sent  for  routine  examination  in  this  area  are  also 
exam.ined  for  brucella  abortus, the  result  of  this  being  that  in  I96I  10  cases  of 
animals  on  6 farms  were  found  to  be  excreting  the  organism. 

Following  these  reports  313  individual  specimens  were  submitted  and  I4  animals 
were  found  to  be  affected.  One  animal  was  slaughtered  11  disposed  of  and  milk  from 
the  remaining  two  was  heat  treated. 

Five  of  the  ten  cases  referred  to  above  were  recurring  cases  on  the  same  farm. 
Ltrangely  this  farmer  who  had  two  herds,  one  Channel  Island  and  one  Ayrshire,  when 
buyirg  cattle  insisted  on  animais  which  had  been  vaccinated  at  the  right  time  with 
0,19  or  had  certificates  showing  recent  snecimens  free  from  brucella  abortus. 

In  addition  v.-e  were  informed  that  in  Febiiaary  Inspectors  of  the  Ministry  of 
A,rr: ci>lture , Fisheries  & Food  investigated  a case  of  brucella  melitensis,

SMOKE  ABATEMENT, 

In  1959  I referred  in  my  report  to  complaints  arising  from  the  emission  of 
large  quantities  of  light  smoke  and  fumes  from,  several  low  chimneys  situated  on 
the  site  of  a Ministry’'  of  Supply  Factory,  Representations  were  made  and  ve  were 
promised  that  the  matter  would  be  gone  into  with  a view  to  overcoming  the  trouble. 

Similar  trouble  was  again  experienced  in  I96O  and  another  approach  was  made 
to  the  management,  this  led  to  the  factory  being  visited  by  the  Chairman  and 
Council  representatives  for  the  parish  concerned  together  with  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  myself.  The  offending  chimneys  were  seen  and  we  were  informed 
thac  the  problem  had  been  considered  from  every  angle,  and  that  the  trouble  could 
be  overcome  by  increasing  the  height  of  the  chimneys,  and  that  this  had  been 
agreed  to  in  principle  and  that  the  matter  would  be  attended  to  as  soon  as  possible. 
The  above  item  is  copied  from  last  years  report  and  I have  done  this  so  that  the 
details  will  be  apparent  when  I say  that  work  on  this  project  started  in  I96I,
